Market Described as “Sick” by 
Local Grain Dealers Who Are 
Swamped 
With 
Deliveries 
From 
Farmers— Absence of 
Foreign Buyers Given as the 
Principal Cause of the Slump.

m arket to the absence of foreign buy­ 
ers and millers. 
“drily tho exporters are supporting 
the m arket.” said the local m an ag er 
of t ie Kell Milling Co., "the millers 
and buyers a re w aiting for it to go I 
still lower. 
T here is no logic to the 
situation, and there is no way of pre 
dieting which way it will head.
